While not one of the commissioners will ex- 
press the slightest opinion as to what will con- 
stitute such a special case as should be suspend 
the operation of the ‘fourth section of the act, 
every one of them has shown a disposition to 
avoid any sudden erharsh disturbance of the 
business of the country. The  ten- 
dency toward conservatism in the 
administration of the law is growing more and 
more pronounced among the commission, How 
far they may feel justified in using the discre- 
tion to suspend the operation of the act, and 
what will be their ideas as to exactly what will 
constitute a case which will merit such con- 
sideration, is as yet undetermined and entirely 
beyond the range of eurmise. Still the out- 
look is favorable for a calm and judicial view 
of the situation with a view to applying the 
law for the benefit of all and 
to the injury of none. Besides the committee. 
from the Atlanta chamber of commerce and 
Commissioner Powers, Superintendent Ander- 
son, of the Western and Atlantic railroad, and 
Secretary Sindall, of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association, are here. They may be 
counted on as active friends of Atlanta, as well 
as of the railroad interests they represent.

OUR NEW SHIPS OF WAR. 


Opening of Plans for the Construction of the 
Vessels. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—At noon today plans 


the navy for an armed cruiser and powerful 
battle ship, under authority conferred by the 
act of August 31, 1886. Advertisements havo 
been published by the department in Ameri- 
can and European. newspapers since August 
last, inviting snbmissions of plans of these ves- 
sels. Designers. were required to submitdetailed 
statements of the weight of hulls, 
engines and armament and the faliest 
particulars concerning the kind and power 
of engines, boilers and screws, torpedo app:- 
ratus, rigging, displacements, speed and other 
material points. In casea plan is accepted, the 
designer is required to make any changes de- 
sired by the department free of expense; and 
the department agrees to pay $15,000 for the 
design of each type of the vessel which may be 
selected from plans submitted. The general 
requirements of the department for the armed 
cruiser are that it shall have a double- 
bottomed hull of stec!, with numerous water- 
tight compartments and steel-armored deck, 
covering machinery, two sets of sails, and a 
battery, composed of four 10-inch and six 6- 
inch rifles ant machine guns. The armored 
battle ship is to be substantially like the 
eruiser in hull, but isto have a heavier bat- 
tery, composed of two 12-inch and six 6-inch 
guns and a secondary battery. Plans were 
submitted by the following firms and 
persons: Barrow Ship Building company, of 
Endland, two designs; Thames Iron Ship 
Building company, of England, two designs, 
and two half medels; Bureau of Construction, 
Navy department, two designs and model; A. 
Grandjean, France, design for armored cruiser: 
Lieutenant W .I .Chambers, United States navy, 
design for armored cruiser; Frances L. Norton, 
of New York, designs for armored battleship; 
Captain L. N. Toons, of New York, design for 
cruiser; Naval Constructor Pook, desiga for 
armored cruiser. These designs will be sub- 
mitted to the board appointed by Secretary 
Whitney to make aselection of vessels best 
adapted for the American navy.

Mr, Fairchild Swornin as Secretary of the 
Treas er Appoiatments, 

WASHINGTON, April 1—The president to- 
day signed the commissions of Charles 8. Fair- 
child as sccretary of the treasury, and Isaac 
H. Ma as assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury. Mr. Fairchild at once entered upon the 
discharge of his new duties. He was sworn 
in at eleven o’clock by a notary public employ- 
ed in the secretary’s office and took possession 
of the office and desk formerly cccupied and 
used by ex-Secretary Manning. The officers 
and many clerks of the department waited on 
him early and extended their congratulations, 
The crowd became so great that he was com- 
pelled to abandon, for a time, all idea 
of attending to the current work 
claiming his attention.

Mr. Parnell, upon rising to resume debate on 
the crimes bill, was loudly cheered. He said 
that with the production of the land bill, yes» 
terday, parliament had been put in pessession 
of a complete plan of government in all its 
nakedness and dishonesty. The land bill had 
revealed the extent of the plot and the gravity 
of the conspiracy through which the couserva- 
tives and  liberal-unionists intended to 
try to coerce tenants in Ireland 
into the payment of impossible rents, compel 
them to purchase their landlords’ interest at 
exhorbitant rates. If the house should ever 
give the government power thus to coerce the 
people, the result would most certainly be 
wholesale repudiation, involving an immense 
loss to British taxpayers. {“Hear! Hear!”’] 

The government were pressing on coercion 
with indecent ijhaste. They had refused to 
carry outthe recommendations ofthe land 
commission. Ifthe coercion bill were passed, 
the last defense of the tenants against whole- 
sale robbery would be removed. In a justly

The 
other two efforts were undoubtedly danger- 
ous. In one instance a nihilist with a dyn- 
amite bomb waited for the czar until he was 
tired and sleepy. In an unguarded moment 
be sat down on his bomb and was blown so 
high that his shattered remains did not rain 
down into Bulgaria until two days later, 
The third case was where a court physician 
advised the czar to take morning walks. 
This was plainly designed to give the assas- 
sins a favorable opportunity to carry out 
their plot.

We do 
not take any stock in this idea, but we are 
now convinced that the whole gang of Ras- 
sian bibilists could not hit a barn at twenty 
paces.

Some time ago the was attacked by con- 
sumption, and rapidly growing worse, was removed 
to Brompton hospital, where she died early in the 
present month. Among there who had consiantly 
visited the girl while she was in ths hospitai were 
her mother and her stepfather, Joseph Ball, liring 
in London. In answer to her oft-repeated desire 
to be burried in Little Horkesley ehurchyard, Ball 
bad’ assured her that she should be buried there: 
but, as the event proved, the promise was not easys 
to fulfil. Being a cabinet maker, Bal! was able to 
make the coffin himself; but the question of the 
conveyance of the body to Little{Horkesley preseut- 
ed great difficulties. 

In consequence of an accident, Ball had for nine 
teen weeks been out of work, and, having a family 
dependent on him, wasin considerable straits. He 
ascertained that if the coffin were removed by rail 
to Colchester and thence to Little Horkesley, the 
cost wonld be £4 32s, which was more than he 
could afford, But he remembered his promise, and 
determined to wheel the body down by road. On 
the Sunday evening following the girl's death he 
had finished the cofliz, and having obtained a cer- 
tificate from the registrar, he placed the coffin on 
his handcsrt and went to fetch the body from the 
hospital. Atfirst the hospital authorities refused 
to let him have -it, but were reassured,and cave 
their consent. He took away the body at ’::6 that 
night, and by 5:3) next morning was on the road 
to Colchester. 

Kall thus relates the story of his journey: 

“T wheeled the body on the handecart, aud | 
brought my second little boy with me, aged abont 
ten. Herodeonthe coffin down hill and onthe 
level read, but when we had to go up hill he 
helped to push a little, because | was so weak 
and ill.. The fist day I put up two mile 
short of Ingatesione, at an inn. On _ the 
night of the second. day 1 reached Witham, 


and put upat the Swan. Two men came to me and 


wanted to know what I had gotinthe coffin. One 
of them said he was a detective, and he said: ‘1 
demand to look inside.’ I said: ‘Show me your 
warrant card.’ and he could not doso. Wehada 
brother, and he would have forced open the collin; 
but my Master is always stropger than the devil, 
and he gave me strenzth to struggle with the man 
and put bim out of the house. I then sent my little 
boy fora policeman, and then the row was over. 
The inspector of police afterwards came and took 
my name and address, and I showed him the 
certificate of death end answered al! his inquiries 
Satisfactorily and truthfuliv. Next morniug I 
Sturted about half-paat cight, and I arrived at Little 
Horkesey just afier 6o0n Wednesday night.”’ 

The body wes duly buried next day. and the

Subseyuentiy he was pro 
prietor and associate editor of the Geor. 
gia Journal! and Messenger it Macon, 
which jater on was merged into the Tele 
graph and Messenger. At one time he wag editer 
of the Lducational Lepository and Family 
Monthly, the organ of the Southern Teachers’ ig- 
étitute, and issued in Atlanta under the guspices 
of the publishing board, the president of which 
was Key. A. A. Means, D. BD. of Oxford, Ga. Ip 
1872 he established the (:eorgia llome Journa] in 
Greenesboro, which was blended wit the (ireeng- 
boro Herald in January 1ss7, under the name of the 
Herald and Journal, and is now conducted by his 
eon, W. Addison Knowles, and W. E. Reynolds 

Whilst his life was.made up of versatile labor 
and many vicissitudes of fortune, he always kept 
his high cailing, aud his paramount obligations @ 
the Master and the church steadily in view.

TERSE STATEMENT OF ITS CONDI- 
TION AND ITS NEEDS, 


Important Project Proposed by Judge Henderson — 
An Interstate Convention of Cotten States for 
» the Exchange of Views and Experience 
Some Facts of Icterest, Btc., Ete. 


Judge J. T. Henderson, state commissioner of 
agriculture, issued, on yesterday, a call for a 
meeting of gentlemen interested in agriculto- 
ral matters, to be held in this city§ on Friday, 
the 15th instant. Letters to this effect hfve 
been sent to prominent gentiemen in different 
parte of the state, and a general invitation to 
be present is also extended to all who feel so 
inclined. 

In these letters, and in the general invita- 
tion, Judge Henderson states that on the 23d 
of March he addressed, with theapproval of the 
governor, letters toa number of the farmera 
and prominent citizens of Georgia, requesting 
their opinion of the expediency of caUling an 
interstate convention of suitable representa- 
tive men from certain of the cotton states to 
consider the conditions end wants of our agri- 
cuitural interests. The letter also suggested 
an advisory preliminary conference ot those 
addressed to meet in this city. The replies to 
thove letters being’almost unanimously in favor 
of ibe preposed convention,and also the’prelim- 


' inary conference, Judge Henderson,at the sug- 


gestion of the governor, has issned the call for 
the preliminary conference to be held, as stated 
above, at the capitol] in thie city, at 10 o'clock 
in the morning of the L5th instant. 

‘This call bas been issued for several resons,”’ 
said Judge Henderson to a CONSTITUTION re: 
porter Jast evening. ‘‘Last year the Columbus 
convention passed a resolution calling upon 
me to issue a call for an encampment of repre- 
sentative men from some of our neighboring 
consider, with representative 
Georgiave the subject of the agricultural con- 
Gitions of the cotton states. I was to issue this 
call if, after consultation with others, 
I deemed such a_ step _ practicable. 
I consulted a number of gentlemen whom I 
knew tobe greatly interested ia the subject, 
among them the Phgiter 9 supporters of the 
resolution mentioned, and the opinion of almost 
#)1 was that such a step would be productive of 
little or vo good, and that the best thing I 
could do would be to disregard the resolution. 
Despite this almost unanimous opinion, the 
idea that an encampment of this kind would be 
a good thing took firm possession of me, and 
I gave it a good deal of thought. One day not 
loug ago I mentioned the subject to Governor 
Gordon. He was very much impressed with 
the idea and expresse’ the opinion that the 
project was an excell: cone. He was so much 
struck withthe idea .hat upon several ocva- 
sions he broached the subject, asking me why 
I did not issue a call for sucha convention or 
encampment. 

“The condition of agriculture in Georgia is a 
seubject which should be thoroughly and care- 
fully considered by every person having the 
good ofthe stateut heart. ‘The necessity of 
some improvement in agriculture and in the 
condition of the agricultural population is pat- 
ent to every person making any sort of an ex- 
amination into the agricultural situation. I 
have certainly done everything in my power to 
aid in bringing about ® better state of afiairs, 
talking and consulting with farmers ev- 
erywhere, advising them to the best 
of my ability and assisting them tothe extent 
ef uy ability. 

“After frequent sonsultations with Goveraor 
G.1don, I decided to take him at his suggas- 
tion and ree what would be the chances of get- 
ting up an inter-state convention. I did 
not feel like taking ali the responsibility upon 
my own shouldsrs.ant have aken no steps 
without his approval | thought it 
the best plan to consult _ fifty 
or sixty of the leading  agriculturists 
and geptlemen prominent in other walks of 
life. Letters were sent out on the 
March, and J have received replies from almost 
all. The proposition met with almost unanimous 
approval. Only two men of the fifty or sixty 
did not heartily favor the plan, and one of 
these said thatin his opinionthe State agri- 
cultural convention was the proper body to take 
action upon the subject.” 

“My idea,” continued Judge Henderson, ‘is 
to call together representatives from the 
states of Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. Georgia 
is the natural center of this district and our 
interests are almost identical. Almost the 


fame condition of affairs prevails in each of 


these six states. Our interests are identical, 
and we must work out our salvation in our 
own way. It has been suggested by several, 
among tnem, Hon. “Jim” Blount, that we 
make the convention national and have rep- 
resentat?rves from the _ different states 
of the uui0n. The objections to 
that plan are obvious. There would 
be a clashing of interests and the time wonld 
be consumed in the discussion of the tariff and 
other questions of that nature, and nothing of 
any value would he accomplishhd.” 

“What do you think of Georgia’s future as 
an agricultural state?’ Judge Henderson was 
asked. 

“Thatiss very difficult question to answer. 
The soi! of (seorgia is excellent for generil ag- 
ricultural purposes if properly prepared, but 
there is no donbt bat the in- 
tensive system of bigh manurning mast be 
adopted in order to produce the best results 
Georgia is the third, possibly the second, of the 
cotton producing states. But we must get out 
of the cotton rut. While I do not thiak cot- 
ton particularly taxing to the soil, the history 
of Georgia shows that it is taxing to the agri- 
cultural classes. The manufactarers seem 
to hare ascertained just how much it 
costs t> rass a pound of cotton, and 
the result is that they will pay no more than 
the actual cost of production, That means 
simply a hand-to- mouth existence on the part 
of the producer. In fact it has been a serious 
question with me for some time whether there 
was not an actual loss to the producer upon 
every pound of cotton raised. The natara’ 
result yon see in the condition of the agricul- 
tural classes. Their condition is absolutely 
deplorable, There must be improvement 
in the condition of the laboring 
tenant classes or we shall see them crowded 
cut of their heritage and a different class of 
people willtake their places. Large numbers 
of these people are in debt to money corpora- 
tions which will evenivally get control of 
their property unless they are able to do some- 
thing to make their business profitable,” 

‘Is 1t your idea to have the farmers pay less 
attention to cotton and more to other frroducts 
whieh yon think will be m« re profitable?” 

“Exactly. 1 have, for instance, been trying 
to stimulate the growth of cotton. I don’t 
think I have made as much headway as I had 
boped, though there have been many calls for 
tobacco secd. Our people are too conservative. 
I have been trying to get them to take hold of 
buckwheat, but do not make any material 
headway. Another industry, which 
was broached to me by a northern man liviag 
in Greene county, is the raising of hops. It is 
stated that the hop districts of the north are 


infested with an insect which is destroying the | 


hopseverywhere. There isa fair chance of 
transferring that business to the south, and it 
is certainly a profitable one. Iexpect to give 
tre hops and buck wheat projects my energetic 
a ter, tion during the coming year.” 

‘In my opinion, Georgia will, in time, be- 
come gifite prominent as a stock-growing 
ecoontry. Ifthe people in the regions where 
grass is grown would gointo the stock basi- 
ners, they would find it, in my opinion, vastiv 
more profiteble than cotton. You see the fact 
is that Georgia is not able to compete, ag a cot- 
ten country, with the allavial lands of Missis:- 
ip: i, Louisiana, Arkansas and other cotton- 
growing states. When compared to those 
regions, our land is badly impoverished. For 
a long time the impression prevailed 
that grasses would not grow in Georgia, bat 
that belief has been effectually dispelled. Re- 


| cent experiments show that orchard grass and 


elover will grow at as high perfection in Geor- 
gia as any place in the world. Right in Da- 
Kalb county we see this demonstrated.” 
“There is no doubt,” continued Judge Hen-
